Democratic Control. 

The committee is to consist of 
members, chosen by the board of the 
United Farmers, two chosen by the 
Manitoba federal members and one bj 
each of the rural federal constituency 
associations, and it was declared that 
“the principle of loca! democratic con 
trol" should be safeguard.’ by yearly 
re-election. There is a provision that 
urban constituencies, shall have repro- 
rentation when they are “organized in 
support of Progressive members and 
measures.”” The committee is to pro- 
mote the Progressive movement gen- 
erally, arrange for collecting funds and 
organize and direct. the election cam- 
paign itself and it has authority to co- 
operate in the calling of a national 
convention. 

During the discussion, the fear 
expressed by some delegates that the 
term committee meant some loosening 
of local political control and it was | 
suggested that the whole question 
should go back to the local units. Their 
policy, it was suid, should be to or- 
ganize itself around the farmer 
keep its centre on the soil. 
McKenzie explained the object was 
merely to co-ordinate as far as possi- 
bie the desires of the constituency | 
committees and each constituency 
would organize itself as it wished. This 
Was @ matter of the people and it must 
come from the people.

This 
committee had recommended reduc- 
tion on livestock valuation and inter- 
est exemptions for a further ten years.

Getting to details, there seems to be five thing 
Mr. Hoey wants Hie wants a Canadian 
ambasador established at Washington. He wants 
the tariff framed to produce enue, without 
regard to the incidental effect of protecting home 
industries. He wants the Hudson Bay railway 
built. He wants the natural resources diverted to 
the control of the provincial Governments. And 
he wants freight rates revised. Without minim- 
izing the importance of any or all these proposals, 
they do seem to constitute a somewhat narrow, 
thin and insecure foundation upon which to base 
& revolt, vivisget the Dominion and set up a new 
nation. Somf years back Mr. Riel undertook to 
do the same thing. As between the two he had a 
rouch more aggravating grievance than Mr. Hoey, 
and quite as good prospect of succeeding in his 
enterprise. Jt may be recalled that all that Mr. 
Riel accomplished was to got himself hanged. 

Before the hostilities begin it may be in order 
to enquire just how much matters would be bet- 
tere’ if the Progressive leader were to head his 
separetist movement and succeed in it. An am- 
bassador could then be appointed at Washington 
without-doubt, But that can be done without dis- 
membering the Dominion, and will be done when 
\ir. Hoey or somebody else shows that it would be 
worth while. The new western nation could es- 
tablish a free trade policy and clap a direct tax 
on farm and town property to raise the revenue 
needed to maintain its government and pay its 
share of Canada’s war debt. It could also build 
the Hudson Bay railway—if it could find the 
money to do it and pay the loan. It could exploit 
the natural resources for revenue—by putting a 
price on the head of anyone who undertook to 
break up a quarter of wild land or open a coal 
mine. It could make freight rates what it pleased, 
and pay the railway deficits by imposing more 
taxes on the productive industry of the prairie 
region. 

If the West seceeded and set up a separate 
establishment, all these things could be done, But 
when they had been done it 1s to be doubted that 
the western taxpayers would find his lot a hap- 
pier one. Taxation in Canada dias never gone 
down when the number of governments has been 
increased. Somehow the more machinery we have 
to run the more grease it takes to keep the wheels 
moving. No doubt that is unfortunate, but it is a 
fact that we cannot afford to overlook. The more 
governing we have to pay for the more paying we 
have to do, and that rule would still hold if tha 
whole Dominion were chopped up into a dozen 
independent states. By the time Mr. Hoey got 
his western House of Commons and Government 
functioning, with the necessary equipment of 
buildings and the inevitable army of civil serv- 
ents, the farmer would find that he had been lead 
to hop from the frying pan into the fire. Taking 
the one item alone. it would pay the West a good 
deal better to put up the money to build the Hud- 
son Bay railway and stay in Canada than to break 
from the Dominion and set up a new Government 
and then finance the railway. 

It may be that the Progressive Igader will 
hoist the flag or revolt. But he will not get very 
far with the enterprise. In fact there, is internal 
evidence in his speech that he does mot contem- 
plate getting very far with it. Toward the end of 
the address he grew confidential and Jet the dele- 
gates know what it was that was really troubling 
him. <As he forecasts the trend of publie opinion 
the Vrogressive party is likely to fare badly at 
the coming election. He has traversed the West 
somewhat thoroughly, and his conclusion is that

Western sen- 
ies is returning to the two party system and 
stable government. That is what gripes the Pro- 
gressive leader. To avert the catastrophe to his 
ing he proposes to launch a campaign of 
sectionalisni, enlivened by threats of secession. He 
does not really want a revolution. But he does 
want to keep the party from collapsing. To which 
end ho threatens to preach revolution, knowing 
that nothing ean come of it and hoping that it will 
catch some malcontent votes. Mr. Hoey does not 
aspire to be a second Riel. He is only posing as 
one for political effect.
